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OUR NEW ASSOCIATE COMMISSIONER 





Dr. Ewald B. Nyquist 


Commissioner of Education James E. Allen, Jr., with approval of the 
Board of Regents, has appointed Dr. Ewald B. Nyquist as Associate Commis- 
sioner for Higher Education. As Associate Commissioner for Higher Educa- 
tion, he will also have general responsibility for the State Library and 
the State Museum and State Science Service. 


Dr. Nyquist succeeds Dr. Carroll Vincent Newsom, who resigned to 
become executive Vice-Chancellor of New York University on July 15,1955. 
The new Associate Commissioner has been Assistant Commissioner for 
Higher Education since 1951. 


Dr. Nyquist was born in Rockford, Ill., November 1, 1914. He re- 
ceived his secondary school training in that city and was graduated from 
Rockford Senior High School in 1932. His undergraduate and graduate 
work was taken in the University of Chicago from 1932 through 1941, and 
he holds the degree of bachelor of science from that University. He 
majored in psychology, both as an undergraduate and graduate student. 
During his graduate years, he was backfield coach to Clark D. Shaugh- 
nessy. Also, during his graduate years, he was clinical psychologist in 
the Behavior Clinic of the Cook County Criminal Court and simultaneously 
in the Presbyterian Hospital, both of Chicago. 


During the years between 1941 and 1945, Dr. Nyquist was in the 
United States Naval Reserve, entering as an ensign and leaving the serv- 
ice with the rank of lieutenant-commander.

Subsequently until 1948, he was assistant director of University 
Admissions, Columbia University, New York, and from 1949 until 1951, di- 
rector of University Admissions. 


Thereafter from 1948 until 1953, Dr. Nyquist served as secretary 
of the Commission on Institutions of Higher Education of the Middle 
States Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Since 1953, he 
has held the position of chairman of this commission. 


He is a member of the social fraternity Phi Delta Theta; is a 
member of the Psychometrica Society and the American Psychological 
Association. He belongs to Columbia University Faculty Club and the 
University Club of Albany. He is also a member of the honorary 
fraternities Sigma Xi and Psi Chi. 


College and University librarians will already know Dr. Nyquist 
as a staunch supporter of good library service for college students. 
All librarians can look forward to great benefit from his dynamic 
interest in library improvements. 
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WHAT CAN LIBRARIANS DO ABOUT CONSUMER PROBLEMS?

The traditional concept of a library was a repository for books, 
a treasure chest of the ages, a guardian of the past. Today this con- 
cept has become greatly enlarged to include the librarians, who not only 
service the books, but also service the readers. As advisers to read- 
ers, they not only stimulate an interest in the past, but also in trends 
of the future through current materials readily accessible and attrac- 
tively displayed. The modern library movement is also bringing these 
services to people who ordinarily have little contact with institutional 
resources. 


As a widening channel of communication, the library is becoming 
of increasing importance to government agencies who seek the under- 
standing and cooperation of citizens. Not only can the library attract 
attention to the written materials made available by these agencies, 
but it can also pass on to the agencies relevant questions asked by 
readers or refer the questioners directly to the agencies -- remember- 
ing, of course, that librarians also are people, and now and again reach 
the limits of their resources. 


The cooperation of the State Librarians and of local libraries has 
been of great help to me as Consumer Counsel to the Governor. Soon 
after my appointment last January as a member of Governor Harriman's 
Cabinet, I took steps to set up an informal, inter-departmental commit- 
tee representing various government agencies protecting and serving the 
public as consumers. 


This Committee advises and assists me in planning and carrying 
through a consumer educational program. The State Librarian has served 
as a valued member of the Committee. As a simple but practical example 
of the way in which libraries have helped the consumer program, let me 
cite the cooperation given in connection with a "Read the Label" con- 
test, sponsored as part of the 1955 State Fair program. Rules for the 
contest required entrants to send in labels marked to show information 
required by law. Since few people know what these legal requirements 
are, my office hastily prepared a small bulletin on "Labels and the 
Law," which the State Librarian sent to librarians throughout the State. 
Some libraries made this an occasion for a special display of consumer 
books and materials. 


Though we are all consumers, not many of us think of ourselves as 
such. We have to be stimulated to an awareness of the importance, not 
only to our families but also to the economy as a whole, of greater com 
petence in spending money and using goods. In 1912, Professor Wesley 
Mitchell deplored the "backward art of spending money;" as products have 
become more remarkable and complex, we are probably becoming even more 
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backward. I understand that some libraries are meeting a great demand 
for copies of consumer reports on various products. 


As a respected adviser, the librarian can do a great deal to en- 
courage this consumer interest, to encourage a professional attitude 
toward the management of consumer resources, indeed, toward a livelier 
concern for economic problems as a whole. Economic illiteracy is a 
menace to democracy because it prevents citizens from functioning as 
active participants in the democratic processes. Librarians might even 
point out to economists that many of their books are abstruse and dull 
as evidenced by reader reaction! 


As we move rapidly into the atomic era, with its promise of abun- 
dance for all, there will inevitably be great strains on our social 
structure, which will call for continuing adjustments if society is to 
be held together. On a practical level, we can expect new miracle prod- 
ucts beyond our present imagination that we shall have to learn about 
and evaluate as elements in a rising standard of living. The resources 
of the library and the understanding of the librarian will be important 
factors in adjustment, learning and evaluation process. 


Library servers are important not only to the individual reader 
but also to adult education groups, civic and other organizations, who 
want information in bibliographies and advice on the use of educational 
materials, whether relating to general consumer issues or to specific 
problems of buying or budgeting. At the last annual conference on adult 
education in New York State, Governor Harriman urged leaders to promote 
consumer education to increase consumer competence. If there is a re- 
sponse to this appeal, an increasing use of library resources in the 
consumer field can be anticipated. In some instances, the local li- 
brary has already become a community center for consumer interest. 


The Library is also, of course, a research institution, whether 
in helping the student with his school report or in helping the govern- 
ment official working on a brief for his Commissioner. I should like to 
pay tribute to the legislative reference library in Albany, a remarkable 
center for resource materials and competent personnel, which has facili- 
tated my work as Consumer Counsel. It is hard for many people to realize 
the number and variety of issues constantly coming to the Governor for 
decision. In preparing material for the Governor on consumer matters, I 
could not hope to find my way through the maze of documents without the 
help of those whose function, fortunately for the rest of us, is know- 
ing where to find the right thing at the right time. The library cata- 
logue is one of the marvels of the modern age. 


Knowing what people are feeling and thinking as consumers is an 
important part of my job as Consumer Counsel. The librarian, in contact 
with the "average" citizen who frequents the local library, can get many 
ideas about consumer attitudes and opinions as well as inquiries. Send- 
ing me these ideas and questions facilitates the development of my on- 
going program in the consumer interest, which basically is identical with 
the public welfare.

Clinton-Essex. The big news in September was the bookmobile which was 
delivered on the 2lst. Phyllis Wells is the bookmobile librarian. 


ACTIVITIES BY COUNTY 


Cheming. The employees of the Elmirg Water Board have presented books 
to the Steele Memorial Library as a memorial to a Water Board commis- 
sioner. - Distribution of films on children through the Steele Memor- 
ial Library is being undertaken on an experimental basis by the State 
Commerce Department. The films all have sound, but area clubs and 
groups may also request a discussion leader to help explain them. 
Groups which do not have meeting places suitable for showing the 
movies may reserve the library auditoriun. 


Chenango. The Moore Memorial Library in Greene will receive a portion 
of the huge estate left by the late Mrs. Ada Small Moore, New York 
philanthropist, patron of the arts. The library will receive a 
specific bequest of $150,000. 


Jefferson. Brownville-Glen Park Library Association has been sponsoring 
a weekly film program since April of this year at the nursing home in 
Brownville. - Public libraries observed the Jefferson County Cele- 
bration this year in various ways: displays of old books and diaries; 
exhibits of special interest to the history of the county; parades 
and signs. Participating libraries included those at Henderson, Brown- 
ville, Sackets Harbor, Ellisburg, Belleville, Pierrepont Manor and 
Rodman. - The village of Evans Mills officially opened its new 
library this fall. - The Roswell P. Flower Memorial Library, Water- 
town, has announced the formation of a Great Books discussion group. 


Livingston. Livingston County public library at Geneseo has been granted 
a five-year provisional charter by the Board of Regents. The library 
board said the library will provide a central agency for coordination 
and extension of library service for the county. It will also serve as 
the agency for instituting contract service for a multi-county system. 


Monroe. Two Irondequoit libraries have changed quarters. Sea Breeze 
Branch has moved to the Point Pleasant district and Titus Cooper Branch 
has new quarters in the attractive basement of the Lincoln-Rochester 
Bank building. - Monroe County Library System has funds in the 1955-56 
budget to permit the payment of an allowance of 7¢ a mile to a desig- 
nated representative of each town library who attends a monthly meeting. 
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Nassau. At the Freeport Memorial Library the highlight of United Nations 
Week was the dedication of a UN Tree. - William Henry Harrison III 
has been appointed as a director of Rockville Centre Public Library 
to replace Mrs. Mary Grant who resigned in August. Mr. Harrison was 
director of the American Library in Paris and most recently worked 
in the library in Stamford, Conn. - The Hempstead Public Library held 
its third annual art film program in October. - The Hempstead Public 
Library in cooperation with the Film Council of America has announced 
a new series of monthly film preview programs for 1955-56. 


New York. An exhibition commemorating the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of Wilberforce Eames, who has been called "the greatest figure in the 
field of bibliography America has ever produced," opened on October 12 
at the New York Public Library. The exhibition will continue through 
November 21. - Another exhibition gives a unique opportunity - the 
chance to see 125 literary gems - landmarks in English and American 
literature - now on view in Room 318 of the New York Public Library. 

- To meet the hundreds of requests for "Easy Reading for Adults," the 
New York Public Library has reprinted its popular booklet, a tool for 
librarians and other educators working with adults of limited reading 
ability. The booklet may be purchased for 50 cents from the Library. 
- The New York Library announces the appointment of katherine O'Brien 
as Superintendent of its new mid-town Manhattan branch, the Donnell 
Regional Branch. 


Onondaga. The reading habits of adult patrons of the Syracuse Public 
Library was the subject of a survey made this summer by students from 
the Syracuse University School of Library Science. - More than 140 
persons enrolled in the Great Books discussion program during Septem- 
ber at Syracuse Public Library. - Funds donated by the Lions Club have 
enabled the Minoa Free Library to purchase 70 new books. 


Rockland. The Women's Civic League of Nyack has presented the Nyack 
Library with a microfilm reader. This will enable readers to use the 
microfilms which have been made of old Rockland County newspapers, 
1850-1900, on file at the library. 


Schoharie. In recognition of their outstanding service to the community, 
Mrs. Cora Vroman, president of the Schoharie Free Library, and Mildred 
Vroman, librarian, received the annual Woman of the Year award of the 
Schoharie Business and Professional Women's Club. 


Westchester. Mrs. Martha Marble,formerly head of the schools department 
of Elyria, Ohio, has been appointed chief of the children's department 
at the White Plains Public Library. - Elizabeth R. Freeman of Wilming- 
ton, N.C. became librarian of the Jacki ngs Free Library on September 1. 
The Hiram Halle Memorial Library, Pound Ridge, opened a new wing in 
July. - A bronze memorial plaque in "Eanes of Bessie Downs, the late 
chief of the catalog department, was dedicated at the Mount Vernon 
Public Library September 14. ~- Yonkers Public Library is featuring a 
series of displays in collaboration with various local agencies.

Report of NYLA Conference: 674 persons attended the 62nd annual confer- 
ence of the New York Library Association at Lake Placid, October 13-15, 
1955. A highly successful Pre-Conference Institute, "Bringing Books, 
Children and Young People Together," was held on October 12. On Friday, 
October 14, the Adult Education Committee held an all-day meeting to 
discuss the training needs of librarians doing adult education work. In 
all, 40 meetings were held during the conference, with many outstanding 
speakers. Besides these were discussion groups, film showings and vari- 
ous panel meetings. 

John M. Cory, chief of the Circulation Department, New York Public 
Library, was installed as president; Eileen Thornton was elected vice- 
president, president-elect; Katharine M. Holden was elected NYLA Council 
Member and ALA Councilor. Mr. and Mrs. Frank C. Moore were awarded life 
membership in NYLA for outstanding contribution to libraries. The Adult 
Education Committee, in its first annual book list contest, presented 
award certificates to the Albany Public Library (population over 75,000); 
and to the James Prendergast Free Library, Jamestown (population 25,000- 
75,000). No award was made in the population group under 25,000 because 
of insufficient entries. Adult book lists may be sent to Ihe Bookmark 
for entry in the 1956 contest. 

Kerry Wood replaced Walter Edmonds, who was unable to attend. The 
Hon. William Kaye Lamb, National Librarian of Canada, spoke on the recent-— 
ly organized national library, giving the physical aspects of the build- 
ing as well as the over-all objectives of the collections and services. 
New York State Commissioner Allen said that his plan for the libraries of 
the State comprised a three-point program. Phrased as questions, it 
could be so stated: 1. How can we improve the quality of library service 
in New York State? 2. How can we extend quality of library service to 
larger numbers of people? 3. How can libraries be more closely inte- 
grated with our total educational system? 

The 1956 NYLA conference is scheduled for October 17-20 at The New 
Yorker Hotel, New York City. 


Staff Briefs: Harry G. Shearouse, jr., formerly library consultant for 
the Tift County Library, Tifton, Georgia, was appointed Regional Librari- 
an of the Watertown Regional Library Service Center on October 1, 1955. 
Mr. Shearouse is a graduate of Emory University Library School and re- 
ceived his M.S. in Library Science at the University of Illinois. He 
has also worked at the Flint River Library, the Brunswick Regional 
Library, the Terrell-Calhoun Library, all of Georgia, and the Atlanta 
Public Library where he was head of the Reference Department. Crawford 
E. L. Donohugh, a graduate of Wesleyan University and of the School of 
Library Service, Columbia University, was appointed assistant librarian 
of rare books on October 1. Mr. Donohugh served previously at the 
Brooklyn Public Library. 
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Commissioner Allen Calls Staff Meeting: "Our job is education," said 





Commissioner Allen at a staff meeting in Chancellors Hall on October 13. 
We of the New York State Education Department should believe in our work, 
improve quality, set the tone and take leadership, Dr. Allen asserted. 
We have tremendous influence and tremendous responsibility, collectively 
and individually. No matter what our station, we must do more than an 
8:30 = 5 job: show "obedience to the unenforceable." Through communi- 
cations Dr. Allen plans numbered letters and brief statements of policy, 
an informational series to share transitory matters and more meetings of 
the entire staff. Fun and fellowship should go along with the job. Final- 
ly, the Department must be aware of resources in the field, as schools, 
colleges, professional services, libraries and museums throughout the 
State are all part of our educational system with the same mission. 


Western Reserve Offers Conference: A Conference on the Practical Utili- 
zation of Recorded Knowledge -- Present and Future is offered by the 
School of Library Science and its Center for Documentation and Communi- 
cation Research, to be held at Western Reserve University, Cleveland, 
Ohio, January 16-18, 1956. Those interested are requested to send the 
registration fee of $10 in advance if possible. 


Effects of TV on Reading: In Publishers' Weekly for September 3, 1955, 
there is a digest of an article by Helen E. Peerless, a Queens Borough 
Public Library staff member, on a survey she made on the effects of TV 

on reading. Miss Peerless found that "TV cuts down viewers reading time 
considerably at first, but later has a diminishing effect as the novelty 
wears off; and it does often stimulate interest in authors and in subjects 
about which there are books, enough to draw many viewers to the library 
to borrow the books. On the other hand, it was shown that some readers 
never do resume their pre-IV amount of reading." It was found that TV had 
changed the habits of reading most markedly in the young adults and teen- 
agers. As to the number of books read each year there was a net decline 
of 18% again in the same age group. Managerial and clerical workers read 
approximately the same number of books. TV had the least effect on the 
reading of newspapers, following very closely was magazine reading. House- 
Wives and students were influenced by their TV viewing to take up some 
hobby and a large proportion obtained reading material in connection with 
the new hobby. Younger people were influenced by TV where books were 
discussed or authors present on the program. TV's greatest contribution 
seems to be in stirring up interest in a subject. A large number of 
people read TV review columns. These columns give good coverage to 
"programs of effective literary inspiration" and this creates a lot of 
publicity for books. Men are more prone than women to reading rather 
than viewing TV. A very large percentage indicated that their first en- 
thuiasm for TV has decreased. This disenchantment seems to be the great- 
est among the 13-29 age group. In summary, the article points out that 
TV is causing a smaller decline in book reading than in radio listening 
and movie-going, but larger than newspaper or magazine reading. The 
impact of TV is greatest in "the lower socio-economic levels." Cunningham 
& Marsh in their Videotown poll in New Brunswick, New Jersey, most 
thorough of all commercial polls, indicate that "1953 marked the peak 

of TV's influence in the American home," and that most families since 
then have been getting their time back into balance. 
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PROFESSIONAL LITERATURE YOU SHOULD KNOW ABOUT

New, P.G. “The Public Provision of Light Literature," Library Associa- 
tion Record. April 1955, pp. 149-153. 


This article attempts to bring together the arguments for and against 
the provision of light literature in public libraries. Although it is a 
summation of articles appearing in British library periodicals, it loses 
none of its pertinence for the same problem in American libraries. Light 
literature includes as types rather than individual titles such things 
as western, crime, romance and those books of no great consequence but 
which have a certain short-lasting popularity when first published. 

The arguments against the provision of light literature are: 


1 The money spent on light literature could better be spent on 
other books. 

2 Libraries exist to give social service and not entertainment. 

3 Light fiction is a commercial commodity which may be obtained 
nearly anywhere in contrast to much of the library's material 
which is not a paying proposition for lending. 

4 A public library can only stock enough light fiction to create 
a demand but never enough to satisfy it. 

5 Stocking the same materials as commercial lending libraries 
lowers the importance of the library in the layman's estimation. 

6 Many of the technical features of the public library such as 
circulation devices, shelf arrangement and cataloging are not 
necessary for light fiction. 

7 More buying of lesser-known books which now have only a small 
sale in contrast to the buying of best sellers would probably 
improve the present state of publishing. 

The proponents for the provision of light literature in public 

libraries maintain: 


1 Librarians pride themselves on their efforts to supply all types 
of materials. 

2 There is the hope that readers of light fiction may eventually 
improve in their reading tastes by being exposed to other 
desirable materials. 

3 The individual reading on the level of light fiction derives as 
much benefit from his reading as the individual who is geared 
to reading on a higher level and who does. 

The author presents a number of solutions that have been suggested 
to meet this problem which may be of help to the American librarian. The 
important thing to remember in these discussions is that, despite the 
concern of national, state or regional committees on this subject, it 
still remains basically a local problem. The proposed public library 
standards recognize this in the statements: 

Every library should have a concrete statement of policy 
covering the selection and maintenance of its collection 
of book and non-book materials. 

Materials should be selected and retained in the light of 
the conscious objectives of the library.
